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Condemning Houses 


Easier Said than Done Here i

Condemning a ramshackle 


house is a lot easier said than 
done. The city doesn't tack a 
notice of condemnation on the 
house one day, and "poof," it's 
gone the next! Oh, no, would that 
it were that simple. 


Building Official Delma Ware, 


who wears as many as five hats 
for Corsicana, has made a start 
on ridding Corsicana of the un- 
safe and unsighly structures in 
various stages of deterioration, 
but he estimates "there are 
hundreds and it's going to take 
some time." 


Ware became Corsicana's 
&&&M^^ 


building inspector, plumbing 
inspector, zoning inspector, and 
some other titles, on Nov. 16, 
1970. 


He began his campaign in 


January in earnest on enforcing 
Corsicana's Housing Standards 
Ordinance adopted in September, 
1966 under then Mayor David 
Campbell, M.D. 


"In my first month, January to 


February, I condemned 15 
houses; to date six have been torn 
down, two have been remodeled 
to meet standards, one has been 
moved out of the pity, and it is my 
understanding that a contract 
has been let on one other to have 
it torn down," Ware said Tuesday 


while showing this writer some of 
the structures that have already 
come under official scrutiny and 
others that are in process of being 
condemned. 


Ware is aware (no pun in- 


tended) that his predecessor 
condemned a large number of 
buildings, many of which are now 
in the process of being torn down 
-under contract with the Navarro 
County Action Committee which 
has the old master file. He in- 
tends to give serious attention to 
finding out the status of these old 
cases to ascertain just what has 
been done about them, but right 
now he is concentrating on what 
his own investigation turns up as 


he drives around the city, 
wearing one of his many hats. 


When he finds a structure that 


to the naked eye fails to meet 
Corsicana's^ housing standards, 
and these are the most blatant 
cases currently, he begins a card 
that goes into a master file which 
is updated thereafter every 30 
days to keep track of the status of 
his preliminary condemnation 
proceedings. 


The second step is to send a 


letter, by registered or certified 
mail with a return receipt 
requested, to the "owner of 
record" as best it can be traced

Corsicana Experiencing Sudden 
Upsurge in Infectious Hepatitis 


A sudden increase of infectious 


hepatitis has been found in Corsicana 
but it is not of epidemic proportion, 
according to James E. Speier, M.D., 
spokesman for the Navarro County 
Medical Society. 


Seven cases of the disease have been 


reported to the City-County Health 
Department this year. None were 
reported last year and only one in 1969, 
two in 1968 and one in 1967. The records 
for previous years may not be accurate, 
however, since doctors sometimes fail to 
report cases, according to the health 
department. 


"We don't think there is any need for 


the community to be alarmed," said Dr. 
Speier. 


"We are not, yet, alarmed about the 


number of cases in Navarro County," he 
said, "but we are watching it very 
closely." 


A medical consultant from the Texas 


Department of Public Health, Dr. Rugel 
F. Sowell, was invited to Corsicana 
.earlier this week to review the situation. 
After study, Dr. Sowell said there was 
not an epidemic in Corsicana. He did 


urge the medical society here to heep 
abreast of the situation and to work 
together in reporting cases, according to 
Dr. Speier. 


"The nature of infectious hepatitis 


makes a wide distribution of the disease 
difficult," said Dr. Speier. He said all 
but one of the cases in Corsicana have 
been persons who had close association. 


Dr. Speier particularly urged citizens 


not to ask their doctor for gamma 


globulin injections if they have had only 
a casual contact with the disease. He 
said the world supply of gamma globulin 
is very limited and it should only be used 
for persons who have had intimate 
contact with a case of infectious 
hepatitis. 


Gamma globulin does not prevent 


hepatitis, accoring to Dr. Speier, but can 
make the disease less severe. 


No Reason for Alarm 
Says Local Physician

The word hepatitis means in- 


flammation of the liver. The in- 
flammation can be caused by various 
drugs and chemicals, many different 
germs and by unknown causes. Hepatitis 
is usually recognized when a 
person develops a yellow jaundiced color 
in the eyes and skin. 


The most common form of hepatitis is 


viral hepatitis. There are two slightly 
different but related viruses which cause 
the two slightly different diseases known 
as infectious hepatitis and serum 
hepatitis. 


Serum hepatitis is passed from person 


to person by unsterile needles, unsterile

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In a prepared statement Thursday 


from Dr. Ben W. Jones, president of 
Navarro Junior College, and read by Joe 
Donaldson, administrative assistant to 
the president, said: 


"Navarro Junior College did go on the 


coordinating board's delinquency list of 
colleges whose collection rate on the 
Texas Opportunity, Plan (TOP) loan 
program exceeded 
10 per cent. 


Navarro's rate was 10.3 per cent for the 
last period (a period consist of one 
calendar month). 


We are dropped from making loans 


under this program for a two-month 
period. This will not affect current 
students under the program or students 
planning to enroll under the program at 
the next registration period, since we 
believe our rate of delinquency will drop 
below 10 per cent by that time. 


The state law charges the coordinating 


board with the collection of loans and 
sets guidelines for elgibility. There have 
been no provisions for the element of 
high risk. 


According to AP, the coordinating 


board stressed that the policy was not 
new, having been established in 1970. A 
number of schools were suspended last 
year until their percentage of delinquent 
loan accounts decreased. 


"This was no secret to the schools 


involved," said a spokesman. "They've 
known about it for a long time." 


Other schools dropped were: 
Prairie View A&M, Texas Southern 


University, Hardin-Simmons Univer- 
sity, Huston Tillotson College, Jarvis 
Christian College, Paul Quinn College, 
Texas College, Texas Lutheran College, 
University of Corpus Christi, Wiley 
College, Angelina Junior College, 
Central Texas Junior College, Cisco 
Junior College, Clarendon Junior 
College, El Centro College, Henderson 


Junior College,Butler College, South 
Texas Junior College, Southwestern 
Christian College and Texas State 
Technical Institute. 


Rep Curtis Graves of Houston com- 


plained that the list includes every 
predominantly Negro college in the 
state. 


He said the colleges should not be 


suspended. 


"If this practice continues, the Hinson- 


Hazlewood Act which established the 
loan program may as well be repealed 
because the students who need help most 
are primarily congregated in colleges 
that are presently suspended; con- 
sequently loans are not available to 
them," Graves said. 


Graves said the attorney general "has 


not exercised" his authority to file suits 
against former students who are six 
months or more behind in their loan 
payments. 


But the attorney general's department 


said 77 suits against such ex-students 
have been filed in the past three months.

Sonoma Seeking Dissolution

ENNIS—Petitions are being cir- 


culated in Sonoma, a small city bor- 
dering Ennis on the east, asking the city 
council to call an election on the matter 
of dissolving the city. The petitions ask 
the council to set the election on April 3, 
the same day of the city elections. 


Mayor Eddie Albertini of Sonoma says 


of the move, "We are just waiting to see 
what happens. I have not seen one of the 
petitions and I know nothing about the 
move." 


One interested citizen who favors the 


dissolving of the city gave his reasons by 
saying, "We feel we should join Ennis 


<$, 


while we are not in debt. If we have to 
borrow money to get a water system we 
will have a hard time repaying the loan. 
We also feel we need better fire and 
police protection and better streets, 
which we cannot get under the present 
set up." 


The city had a city marshall, who 


woked part time at the job until 
February 1, when he moved into Ennis 
and had to resign. There is not a can- 
didate for the office on the April 3 ballot. 
According to one city official the council 
had discussed the hiring of a full time 
policeman and they feel this would take 
care of the problem of police protection. 


Ellis County Sheriff Wayne McCollum 


says his office does help the city all they 
can but he also says, "A shortage of 
manpower keeps us from having a man 
on duty in Sonoma all the time. We try to 
help out this community in the same way 
we help all the communities in the 
county." 


Sonoma has two fire trucks and a 


volunteer fire department Fire in- 
surance coverage in the city is higher 
than in some other cities. According to 
local agents the coverage on a $10,000, 
one story frame house in Sonoma would 
be $59, while just across the street in 
Ennis the coverage on the same house 
would be $25, for one year. 


The water supply in Sonoma comes 


from Ennis and is controlled by Ennis. 
In order to have a meter installed in 
Sonoma, a family must get permission 
from the Ennis City Council. According 
to Ennis city'officials, all requests in the 
past year have been granted. Sonoma 
has a $150,000 loan pending with Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) and this 
money is to be used to buy the water 
system from Ennis. The city of Sonoma 
would then operate the system and the 
loan would be repaid with water 
revenue. 


At last report the petitions were still 


about half way to their goal, but the 
people who favor the move felt sure they 
could get enough names to have the 
election called.

hepatitis it is sometimes recommended 
that the exposed person receive an in- 
jection of gamma globulin. Gamma 
gloublin if given early enough may make 
the subsequent case of hepatitis less 
severe. It does not truly prevent the 
disease. 


Gamma globulin should not be used 


for casual minor contacts with hepatitis, 
since these contacts occur frequently 
and have a low risk of spreading disease. 
The supply of gamma globulin in the 
world is limited and would soon be used. 
up unnecessarily. Unwarranted use of 
gamma globulin could also create a 
large group of persons who were in- 
fected but had no symptoms of their 
infection, so could more easily spread 
the germs along to their families or 
friends.

prepare students on judging 
teams for contests which 
eliminated teams seeking the 
state championship.

In this clinic boys 
judged milk trying to determine 
what defects the milk has, as well

the milk when strained. They also 
judged different parts of the 
milking apparatus used in a dairy 
operation. 


Sonny Jamison 
and John 


Manning, chapter advisors and 
team coaches accompanied the 
students on the trip and com- 
mented that the judging clinic 
helped the boys considerably and 
that they expect to do well in area 
and state competition.

crops are about on target with 
what Nixon administration farm- 
policy officials expected, says a 
top Agriculture Department 
spokesman. 


Asst. Agriculture Secretary 


Clarence D. Palmby told news- 
men Tuesday's report on 1971 
planting intentions held no big 
surprises and no major changes 
in government farm programs 
are called for. 


The report, based on March 1 


surveys, showed farmers intend 
to plant about 71.5 million acres 


to corn this spring, in line with a 6 
per cent gain from 1970 indicated 
by a special report last January. 


Most other spring-planted 


crops also reflected the earlier 
estimates. 


Therefore, Palmby said, the 


department will stick generally 
with its plan for implementing 
the agricultural act of 1970, the 
law that uses a "set-aside' con- 
cept for taking excess crop land 
from production. 


Palmby, expressing a highly 


qualified view, said marketprice 
developments for the major 
crops, including corn and 


soybeans, still could have an ef- 
fect on how many acres fanners 
ultimately use. 


The report showed farmers in- 


tend to plant 46.5 million acres to 
soybeans, 7 per cent more than in 
1970 and the llth consecutive 
year for a record-breaking 
acreage. 


The report said the 17 crops 


annually tabulated totaled 269 
million acres for planting this 
year, 4 per cent or 11 million 
more than in 1970. 


Corn accounted for 4.3 million 


acres of the increase; soybeans 
3.2 million; sorghum 2.9 million;

Money Goes 
Farther 
In Austin 


DALLAS.(AP) - Your dollar 


goes farther in Austin than in any 
other metropolitan area of the 
United States. 


Dallas and Houston are two of 


the least expensive places to live 
anywhere in the nation, outdone 
only by Atlanta. 


These are figures made public 


in a budget study by the Bureau 
of I^bor Statistics and published 
in the March issue of the business 
review of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Dallas. 


tow-level budget costs in Aus- 


tin are shown to be about 12 per 
cent below the national average, 
wliile they are 8.2 per cent less in 
Houston and 5.4 per cent less in 
Dallas. People with intermediate 
or high level incomes fare even 
better. Their costs are calulated 
to be roughly 16 per cent lower in 
Austin, 12 per cent lower in 
Houston, and nine per cent lower 
in Dallas. 


The study shows food costs in 


Texas cities are substantially 
below the national average. 
Housing and social security costs 
and personal taxes are lower, too. 


But there is a darker side to the 


picture. 


Medical costs in Dallas, for 


example, are among the nation's 
liighest— about 16 per cent above 
the average. They're three per 
cent above average in Houston. 


And the study shows living 


costs in all three Texas cities are 
rising at the rate of about six per 
cent a year, just as in the other 
metropolitan areas. 


"Nationwide, household budget 


costs increased 18.5 per cent 
between the spring of 1967 and the 
spring of 1970," the business 
review says.

Drought 
Relief Eyed 


AUSTIN (AP) — Gov. Preston 


Smith said Tuesday he may ask 
President Nixon to help drought- 
stricken farmers in South Texas. 


Smith said several South Texas 


counties had asked for help and 
he was considering a request to 
Washington for drought disaster 
relief. 


"Agriculture 
Commissioner 


John White informs me that we 
haven't had a drier winter than 
this even in the drought days of 
the mid-1950s," Smith said. 


Smith said he and White were 


considering a tour of South Texas 
in the next few days "to per- 
sonally survey the emergency 
situation and determine what 


• steps should be taken." 


He did not name the counties 


involved. 


"If necessary, we will ask the 


president to declare the affected 
counties a disaster area so they 
will receive the assistance they 
need.
